The files of the Passport Office, United States 
Department of State, reviewed by a representative of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation on November 13, 1968, dis- 
closed that Richard John Neuhaus was issued Passport Number 
J1290539 on October 21, 1968, at New York, for a proposed 
seven day business conference in France and Sweden. In 
his application dated October 21, 1968, at New York, he 
indicated that he planned to travel by air, and that he 
expected to take another trip abroad within two years. 

This passport was valid for five years’ travel to all 
countries except Cuba, Mainland China, North Korea, and 
North Vietnam. 


He stated that he was born on May, 14, 1936, at 
Pembroke, Ontario, Canada, and the file shows that his birth 
certificate was seen by passport authorities. His permanent 
residence was listed as 195 Maujer Street, Brooklyn, New 
York. His parents, were listed as Clemens Henry . Neuhaus , ; born 
at Steeleville, Illinois, on October 9, 1900, and Ella Prance
